——
Cardioal Antonelll In Defense of the Dogmna,

The fuil reply of Cardinal Auntonelli, on
behalf of the Holy S8ea to the note of Connt
Darn, the late I'rench Minister of Foreign
Affairs, which received the perfect concnr-
rence of Germany, Austria, Davaria, Italy,
and Spain, has just been wade publie,
although it dates back to the 10th of March,
It was addressed to Monsignor Chigi, the
Apostolic Nnncio at Paris, and iy very lengthy
and elaborate.  We select the following para-
graphs: —

1t results from these principles that, il the
infallibility of the Chngeh embrace—but not
in the sense indicated by the 1rench despateh
—all that is necessary to the preservation of
ithe integrity of the faith, no prejudice can
acerne therefrom to seience, history, or poli-
tics. The prerogative of infallibility is not
an unknown fact in the Catholic world, At
all times (he supreme muagistracy of the
Church hns dictated the raley of faith without
the internal arrangements of States being in-
terfered with, and without their princes see.
ing just cause for alwrm. They, indeed,
wisely apprecinting the influence of these
regulations in the light of good order aund
civilized rociety, often conslituted themselves
the avengers and defenders of the doctrines
defined, aud obtained the full and respeetful
observance of the same by means of their
royal concurrence.

Does it not again follow fre
the Church was institufed
Founder as n true and perfect society, distinct
from and independent of the eivil power, in-
vested with a full and triple autbhornty —legis-
lative, judiciary, and coercive—no confusion
should arise therefrom in the progress of
bnman society and the exercise of the rights
of both powers, The competency of the one
and of the other is clearly distinet aud de-
termined by the respective aim which they
pursue. By viitue of its authority the Church
does not interfere in any direct and absolute
mapner in the constitutive principles of gov-
ernments, in the forms of dilferent civil
regimes, in the political rights of citizens,
in their daties with respect to the State, and
other matters pointed out in the Minis-
ter’s note. But no society can exist withont a
gupreme principle as regulator of the worality
of ils actions and its laws. Such is the sub-
lime mission confided by God to the Church,
with a view to the happiness of nations, and
without rvequiring for the accomplishment of
this ministiv interference with the free and
prompt aclion of governmenis. It is, in fact,
the Chureh that, in inenleating the principle

I say anew, for, as I have already remarked,
the doelrines contained in the above-named
document, far from being new and unheard
of, are not. as a whole, other tuan the ("atholic
teachings professed in all ages by the whole
Church, as all the pastors of Catholicism
summoned by the supreme head of the
hierarchy to render authentic testimony in
the bosom of the couneil to the faith and tra-
dition of the Universal Clinrch solemnly
attest. On the other band, we must hope
that Catbolic doectrine, receiving new and
solemn confirmation from the fathers of the
Council of the Vatican, will be received by a
faithful people as the rainbow of peace and
dawn of a better future.

The sole aim of the confirmation of these
docirines is, in fact, to recall to modern so-
ciety the principles of justice and honesty,
and thus to restore to the world that peace
and prosperity which the perfect observance
of the Divine laws alone can produce. Such
is the stendy hope of all the worthy people
who bailed with joy the announcement of &

couneil; such is the convicetion of the fathers !

of the Church, hastening hither rejoicing at
the voice ol the supreme pastor; such is the
prayer that the vicar of Jesus Christ continu-

ally addresses to God in the midst of the |

troubles and difficuities of his pontificate,
Then one does not comprehend wherefore
the bishops shounld have teo renounce their
episcopal uuthority as a consequence of the
definition of Papal infallibility.

By an svalogous motive—the authority of
bishops being strengthened by the solemn
confirmation of the Pa‘ml infallibility—that of
princes, aud of Catholic princes particularly,
will become no less so. The prosperity of
the Church and the trauquillity of the State
depend upon the strict and intimate union of
the two supreme powers, Who does not per-
ceive from this that not only the authority of
princes will suffer no diminution from the
supremacy of the Pontiff, but that it will,
on the contrary, find therein a support?
What obedience, what respect, what protec-

tion do not the sons of the Church owe to |

the sautbority established by God to direct
princes and people to the supreme end of
eternal sulvation? These monarchs ecannot
ignore that the royal power has been given
them for the defeuse and patronage of Chris.
tien society. But precisely beeansethe prineiple
of anthority shall have been contirmed in the
Church svd her head, a new force and im-
pulse will be communicated to the sovereign
power, which has the same divine ovigin and
common interest, Thus, if the perversity of
the period has separaled these two powers,
and pluced the one and the other in a difficunlt
and painfal position, to the great prejudice
of human sociely, relations of the closest na-
ture shall come to unite both by an indis-
soluble tie for the defense of the great reli-
gions and social interests, and the path be
opened up leading to a more joyful and pros-
perous future,

From the preceding considerations, it oozes
out that the eounecil is not summoned to  dis-
cuss political interests, as the despateh of AM!
Daru would appear to indicate, The French
Goyvernment would scarcely, therefore. find
gufficient motive for deviating from the line
of condunet it had traced ont for itself with
regard to the council, and wounld not desive
to insist on the demand for the comwunicn-
tion of the decrees that are to be submitted
to the exnmwination and the discussion of the
venereble assewbly of bishops,
